His Father was by Tradea 
Cutler in that Town , whoſe Induſtry

This the youngeſt of all his Children, 
upon his Father's Death ſet up of the 
ſame Trade, in Lewes; and was the 
better enabled to _—_ his employ- 
ment, by the kindneſs of an Unkle.

It is ftrange 
indeed that a Letter under ſuch impro-

Phyſitians were conſulted, and fuch 
remedies applyed as the patient could: 

Very deſi- 
rous the Doftors were to know what 
the potion was that ſhould produce fuch 
violent effe&ts : He acquainted them it 
was a powder for the cure of his breath 
ſent him by a Friend at London, naming 
the Perſon he ſuppoſed the Letters came 
from, and -refer'd them to the Letters 
themſelves, which-were-upon his file :

During his Sickneſs he would oft call 
for the Cutler [ i. e. Brinkhurſt } who 
was moſtly - with him throughout his 
Sickneſs. - It may alſo be ſuſpetted that 
he further promoted his Ruine by grati- 
fying his averſation from Remedies, 
and helping him unſeaſonably to Beer 
which he much craved for. 

On the Saturday following the fick 
young man finding great Decays, made 
his Will, and thereby gave a Lenity of 
Fifty pounds to Brinkburſt. 

On the Lords day he ſenſibly decayed, 
and the evening of that day dyed. 

As Brinkhurſt had been with him in 
his Sickneſs, ſo was he preſent at the 
inſtant of his Death, was aſſiſtant in lay- 
ing him forth, and putting him in his 
Coffin, and when the time for his In- 
terment came, helped to bear him to 
his grave. But oh ! what a Complica- 
ted peice of wickedneſs was here ? To 
Plot the deſtruction of a Man ! and that 
his very Friend ! and that with ſuchcon- 
ſalted deliberation ! to draw 2 or 3 
others to a promoting ( tho never ſo 
unwittingly) a Fad ſo Horrid ! induced

$. VII. At firſt Brinkhurft was of all 
men the leaſt ſuſpefted to be the Au- 
thor of this Fact againſt his own Profit, 
as well as his Friends life. But whilſt. 
his Sin lay hid from theEye of men;there 
was a Conſcience Within him that told 
him he was the. man,: and a God above 
him who had ſeen all and was bringing 
things about towards a Diſcovery. 

. From the time of the- young mans . 
Death, Brinkhurſt had no quiet in, his 
mind ; he enjoyed not hinſelf.in the day 
time,nor cared to lye alone in thenight. 
But thoſe that knew theſe things impu- 
ted it. to-the. deep impreſſions that. the 
loſs of a Friend ſo intimate and advan- 
tagious might make upon his mind. Nor 
could one mention Mr. Moor to him, but 
he was ready to break forth into h tears; 
On the morning of the next Lords day 


| he was greatly troubled, bur went to

VVhile hardly any one ſuſ+ 
petted Brinkþurſt many hard thoughts 
and ſpeeches were entertained and ut- 
tered concerning the young man at Lon- 
doin, the ſuppoſed Author of thoſe Let 
ters.Some __ the view of them obſer- 
ving' one of thoſe Letters fo unlike the 
other,and neither of them by the writ- 
ing, Spelling or Senſe, any wayes pro- 
bable to be his, hoped his innocency; 
But his having been lately in the Coun- 
try gave occaſion to many to think there 
had. then been ſome previous diſcourſe 
between Mr. 7A4ovr ani him; and the 
Letter ſent for further Advice about the

powder gave further ſuſpicion that there 
had -been a real intercourfe between

* The young man in London is on all 
hands alarmed-about it, who writes a 
Letter in his own juſtification , plead- 
ing ignorance of the whole matter. 
But upon a narrow ſcrutiny this unhap- 
py circumſtance falls in ; this excufive 
Ictter was ſealed with the ſame kind of 
Scal with that fatal letter that required 
him to take the whole doſe, which (as 
Brinkhurſt hath ſince faid ) was -not 
done ſtudiouſly , but he ſelling Seales 
caſually hit upon one of the fame ſigna- 
ture, which indeed was an Ominous 
one.

Upon 
enquiry it was found that a Carrier in 
Lewes had ſometime before brought a 
letter with a ſmall parcel to Mr. Afoore,
